Protecting Canada’s oceans, 
coastlines and inland waters 
from oil and chemical spills is 
the goal of a $100 million 
federal Green Plan commit- 
ment announced by Transport 
Minister Jean Corbeil, in co- 
operation with Environment 
Minister Jean Charest and 
Fisheries and Oceans Minister 
John Crosbie. 

“Our strategy has three 
major thrusts,” said Corbeil, 
“prevention of spills. 
preparedness to respond to 
environmental emergencies in 
our waters, and policies, 
including legislation, that will 
improve safety and make 
polluters pay.” 

“Canada has the longest 
coastline and shares with the 
United States the largest 
inland waters in the world,” 
said Charest. “Prevention is 
the best tool we have to protect 
our habitat and wildlife.”’ 

Prevention measures 
include increasing to 25 per 
cent the inspection rate of all 
foreign ships in Canadian 
waters; new design standards 
and an inspection regime to 
make barges environmentally 
safer; and support for the 
development of a new electron- 
ic navigation chart capability 
that can alert ships to possible 
groundings or collisions. The 
measures also provide for 
expanded aerial surveillance 
of shipping in Canadian 
waters, improved vessel traff- 
ic services and aids: to 
navigation. .

in the midst of the events 
that so scarred our.nation last 
year, I had a fascinating 
discussion with people I have 
known {or a long time who 
were struggling with the idea 
that they were no longer 
‘accepted’ as Canadians. 

They are my friends and 
neighbors who live in the small 
historic village of Kamouras- 
ka, 150 kilometres: east” of 
Quebec City on the -St. 
Lawrence River. 

Over more than a 100 
summers--and parts of spring 
and autumn--my family has 
lived in the same house in 
Kamouraska. But it has not 


: always been idyllic. Ten years 


ago were were struck with a 
terrible tragedy. Our beautiful 
‘‘maison Canadienne’ was 
gutted by fire. 

The people of the village 
helped us clean out the house 
and undertook a collection to 
get us back on our feet. Every- 
one, including the mayor, the 
local priést, the neighbors 
from every part of the village. 
told us that they wanted to 
return. and rebuild. They 
expressed a feeling that few 
Canadians of different back- 
grounds seem to express to one 
another anymore. It was love. 

In the spring last year the 
homecoming seemed a little 
difficult as my parents worried 
about the reaction of the people 
in the village to the propagan- 
da that preceded the failure of 
the Meech Lake Accord, and 
our friends wondered whether 
we would still return in the 
years to come.

And all in the 
language of their ancestors 
who had come to that place 300 
years ago 

As the night went on we 
talked a great deal about 
ourselves--how our families 
had known each other for so 
many generations~and how I 
would never ,have learned to 
speak French if it hadn't been 
for my friends in Kamouraska. 
| told them how I had express- 
ed my love for Quebec when I 
lived in the Rockies, in 
Calgary, in St. John’s, in Otta- 
wa and Toronto and when | 
visited anywhere outside my

home province. 

And I talked of all the ‘good 
people I had met in those 
places. too, and what an aston- 
ishingly beautiful, rich, gentle 
and generous country Canada 


was, and still is. About the 


respect Canada has developed 
in the international communi- 
ty. And as the sun went down, I 
realized that for us in that 
living room that right, we 
believed in Canada because it 
worked between us, and 
always had. These people 
wanted to hear good things 
about their country, Canada, 
before they threw that all away 
to embark on the creation of a 
nation-state called Quebec. 

As the. year went on, I 
recounted that conversation to 
many people from across the 
country, and they were 
surprised at the feelings of 
attachment expressed by that 
family of Quebecers, spoken in 
the same words they them- 
selves might use. 


These people from every 
corner of Canada, felt a 
frustration with the state of the 
nation, but they agreed that 
there is a strong will to keep it 
together. This shared concern 
does not surprise me. While the 
news media focuses on conflict 
between us, there is a great 
deal that all Canadians have in 
common. Perhaps we don't 
know one another well enough, 
and we don’t appreciate the 
rich history we share. I believe

But neither I nor anyone else 
who believes in Canada has a 
way of expressing support for 
a united Canada because we 
have not yet been brought 
together as a force to defeat 
the feelings of helplessness and 
negativism that seems to have 
us in their pri. I think it is 
time for all of us so-called 
“ordinary Canadians” to stand 
up and be counted to express a 
credo for Canada--to shock the 

jliticians and the nay-sayers 
into realizing that there are 
millions of us who want to see 
the country remain united. 

I say this because I, too, am 
an “ordinary Canadian’’--a 
town councillor in a small 
municipality on the border of 
Montreal. But I believe in this 
country, its history and its 
people and I think you do, too. 
That's why I want to know if 
vou would be willing to get 
your family, friends and neigh- 
bors involved in a national 
petition campaign to keep the 
country together. If we don’t 
do it, no one else will. 


I propose ‘the following peti- 
tion be sent to every elected 
ps erage hs and parliament by 
July 1, 1992: 


I am a Canadian. Proud to be 
a citizen of a country whose 
strengths of diversity, toler- 
ance, justice and linguistic 
duality have been examples to 
the rest of the world. 

For as Canadians we have 
worked for more than a 
einer: to oly that it is 
possible to build a coun 
where people .of all social 
linguistic, religious dnd cultur- 
al groups can live, love. and 
progress together. In this time 
of stress on our national fabric, 
all the regions of our country, 
and people of all backgroundks 
must be made to feel that 
Canada is their home. 

I believe deeply that we must 
all work together to ace Cana- 
da united for generations to 
come, and I commit myself to 
Jae also to an even greater 
understanding between Cana- 
dians from sea to sea. 

I am only one person, but I 
am convinced that by working 
together we could provide a 
great sense of unity to Canada. 
But first I need your help. 
Please write me, Andrew

Gov't committee gets tough on exotics

A provincial government 
committee has adopted recom- 
mendations from the Ontario 
Federation of Anglers and 
Hunters (OFAH) that there 
must be tough action against 
exotic species, but cabinet still 
hasn't announced needed 
programs. 


Close to three months ago, 
the Standing Committee on 
Resources Development 
issued a stern warning to 
cabinet that it must act sy 
to control exotic species suc 
as zebra mussels, purple loose- 
strife and ungulate game farm 
stock. ; 


Recommendations 


The committee unanimously 
_recommended to the govern- 
ment that it move swiftly to 
control these species, before 
the province's natural environ- 
ment is irreversibly damaged. 
Among the OFAH recommen- 
dations that the committee 
embraced are: 
- An education program to 
alert the public to the environ- 
mental threats by Zebra 
mussels. The thumbnail-sized 
molluscs were imported from 
Europe six years ago in a 
freighter’s ballast water. Fish 
spawning grounds have been 
known to be covered with 
communities 8" to 12" thick. 
They are causing havoc in the 


Great Lakes and our entire 
fresh water fisheries resources 
are at risk. 

- A budget to found a research 
and control program for zebra 
mussels. 

- Action against Purple Loose- 
strife, a perennial plant 
imported from Europe that is 
devouring more than one- 
million acres of North Ameri- 
can wetlands each year. Loose- 
strife mats wetlands with thick 
‘roots, drains them and turns 
them to soil, while bumpin 
aside indigenous plants need 

to support our fish and wildlife. 
The committee recommended 
that the plant’s commercial 
sale be outlawed, that it be 
declared a noxious weed and 
that education, research and 
control budgets be established. 
- A review of the regulatory 
control of game farming of 
ungulate (large hoofed) 
species. Exotic game farm 
stock - such as red deer 
imported from:New Zealand - 
threatens our indigenous wild- 
life with foreign disease, 
competition and potential 
genetic pollution. Game farm- 
ing is growing rapidly in 
Ontario and operates with 
absolutely no special laws to 
get our wildlife. The OFAH 
as recommended a five-year 
‘phase out of ungulate game 
arming. 


- Ontario should ask the federal 
government to pass legislation 
that prevents ballast water 


al 


discharges by foreign vessels 
into the Great Lakes system. 
Zebra mussels, purple loose- 
strife and many other exotic 
species now threatening the 
environment are believed to 
have come from foreign 
ballast discharges. 


Despite the strong recom- 
mendations, there's still no 
word on action, says Dr. Terry 
Quinne, OFAH Provincial 
Coordinator of Fish and Wild- 
life Services. As the summer 
moves on, inland water sight- 
ings of zebra mussels have 
been confirmed - as the OFAH 
has warned for two years - and 
another million acres of irre- 
placeable wetlands will be lost 
to the purple looSsestrife 
scourge. 


“We've been telling the 
province for years that these 
species will destroy fish and 
wildlife habitat, now we're 
beginning to see the real 
effects,’ Quinney said. “They 
have a responsibility to this 
province's natural heritage to 
act now, and act strongly. And 
we certainly 
the MPP’s return to work from 
their summer holidays.” 

The Ontario Federation of 
Anglers and Hunters is the 
province’s largest conserva- 
tion organization. Its 74,000 
members work toward ensur- 
ing Ontario’s natural heritage 
for future generations.

Dairy, poultry quota 
system to be reviewed 


Ministers discuss organic 
standards, crop insurance 


Ontario’s agriculture minister 
has agreed to a re-evaluation 
of Canada’s supply manage- 
ment system, despite his 
opposition to major reforms to 
the policy. 

Elmer Buchanan and other 
agricultural ministers agreed 
to establish a steering commit- 
tee of government, industry 
and consumer representatives 
to devise an action plan on 
supply management reform, 
at a three day federal- 
provincial conference in Kana- 
naskis, Alberta last week. 


Buchanan said the system 
has worked well but it also 
must remain adaptable tc 
changing situations. 

The supply management 
system - in which a quota 
system guarantees dairy and 
poultry producers compensa- 
tion for production costs plus 
‘‘a reasonable rate of return’, 
according to the ministry - has 
_eriticized the food 
rocessing sector as encourag- 
ing an uncompetitive and unre- 
sponsive to the market. The 
processors would like to see a 
more market oriented, unregu- 
lated approach implemented 
in the poultry and dairy 
industries. 

Buchanan, a strong suppor- 
ter of this system who does not 
want to see it whittled down, 
told the ministers that a 
management needs to evolve 
to remain responsive to 
producers, processors and 
consumers. 

A spokesman at Buchanan's 
Queen Park office didn’t know 
exactly what kind of changes 
to the supply management 
system - in terms of making it 
more market responsive - 
Buchanan would accept. 

He and the ye ee 
ledged support for efforts 
mintaln and strengthen the 
rig Papi ar pao clause in 
the neral Agreement on 
_ Tariffs and 
(GATT). : 

“We (the provinces) will 
continue to press the federal 
government to maintain and 
strengthen Article XI (on supp- 


rade talks

ATT,” he said.

Buchanan _ pressed for 
more progress in reforming 
national agricultural policy, 
especially in the area of envir- 
onmental sustainability.

try ee a 

“There is a consensus 
emerging that, in these trying 
times, we must work together - 
producers, rural communities, 
processors and government - 
to strengthen our domestic 
position so we can meet the 
challenges of the global mark- 
etplace,’’ Buchanan, MPP for 
Hastings-Peterborough, said 
in a press release. 


Organic standards 


The ministers agreed to 
commit to wider consultation 
with farmers and farm groups 
throughout Canada on reform- 
ing the Western Grain Trans- 

rtation Act and eliminating 

inimum  -:Compensatory 
Rates, which subsidize west- 
ern canola shipments and 
distort the Ontario oilseed 
market. 

Buchanan's call for organic 
standards received’ support 
from the other ministers. The 
ministers also agreed that

“The consistency which will: 
be established by the new law 
makes it easier for motorists to 
anticipate when they must 


stop,”’ said Transportation 
Minister Ed Philip. ““We want 
children to know that they may 
always cross safely in front of 
a school bus with its lights 
flashing.”’ 

Any time a school bus stops 
and its overhead flashing red 
lights and stop arm are acti- 
vated, approaching traffic 
must stop at least 20 metres 
behind. the bus. Traffic meet- 
ing the bus must also stop. The 
only exception is when the road, 
is divided by a median strip, 
———t traffic travelling in 
opposite directions. 

rivers who don’t stop will 
face a minimum fine of $235.75 
and six demerit points. Proba- 
tionary drivers will receive an 
automatic 30-day suspension. 

Another change to the HTA 

rohibits a school bus driver 
rom using the overhead flash- 
ing red lights and stop arm 
within 60 metres of a traffic 
light. Instead, bus drivers who 
stop at a traffic light to let 
children on or off the bus will 
instruct children to cross with 
the signals. 

“This will eliminate a poten- 
tially confusing situation 
where motorists see two sets of 
lights and the school bus lights 
- and are unsure of which lights 
to obey,”’ said Philip. 


The key points in the new 
legislation 


SKY 
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1) Regardless of the purpose 
of the trip, when dropping off 
or picking up children under 18 
years of age, school children of 
any age (not picirrpga: (genie 

ary) or adults who are 
developmentally disabled, tHe 
overhead flashing red lights 
and no arm MUST be used 
UNLESS: 


a) the school bus is stopped 
within 60 metres (approxi- 
mately five bus lengths) of a 
traffic light; 


b) the school bus is sto 
within a designated, SIGNED 
school bus loading zone; or 


c) the school bus is not stopped 
on a public road, but in an 
off-road location such as a 
school driveway, 
driveway or parking lot. 
Note: ‘Public road’’ includes. 

ved or unpaved shoulders, 
curb lanes and parking lanes. 


2) Drivers must NOT use the 
stop arm or overhead flashing 
red light within 60 metres (five 
bus lengths) of a traffic light. 
This means that where a traff- 
ic light exists, drivers have two 
options; 


a) stop within the 60-metre 
zone without activating the 
overhead red flashings or stop 
arm. Note: (Drivers should 
stop as close to the traffic 
lights as possible and remind 
children to walk to the traffic. 
lights to cross the road with the 
signal); or 


b) stop more than 60 metres

3) School bus signs may be 
displayed on the bus at all 
times. It is no longer necessary 
to cover these signs when the 
bus is being used for non- 
school activities. 


4) The definition of the 
median strip has been rewrit- 
ten as follows; 


“Median strip means the 
portion of a highway so 
constructed as to separate 
traffic travelling in the oppo- 
site direction by a physical 
barrier or a raised or depress- 
ed paved or unpaved a- 
tion area that is not inte to 
allow crossing vehicular 


movement.”

and who is taking advantage of 
e/reuse program. 
This information? will then 
allow us to target those areas’ 
groups/substances that are not 
involved to the fullest and to 
make changes to the program 
to increase its efficiency and 
success. 

In preparation for the 
exchange pfogram, contacts 
will and are being made with 
commercial reuse/recycling 
companies and ‘businesses. As 
we progress, contracts will be 
negotiated and signed with 
them. 

A data base of local groups, 
brsinesses and agencies who 
may be interested in taking 


advantage of the exchange 


program is. also being 
compiled (i.e. municipalities, 
church groups, theatfe groups, 
scouts, schools, etc.) 

All of the HHW depots 
currently operating in the 
province agree’ that disposal 
costs are -their greatest 
expense. Although -we have 
disposal charges; we hope to 
minimize them .through our 
exchange/reuse program. 
Public participation 

The HHW program must 
have a strong educational 
component in order to ensure 
its success. 

This part of the program has 
three parts: 

1) How the depot/exchange 
program operates (i.e. -how, 
what, when, where who). 

2) Promotion of the exchange 
aspect of the program. The 


emphasis of the program will. 
be placed on the exchange/ 


reuse of materials rather than 
on their disposal.

Israel as a volunteer during 
the recent war in the Persian 
Gulf, she had visions of usin 
her nursing skills in an Israeli 
hospital. Instead, she found 
herself armed with a gas mask 
and cleaning armored tanks. 
Ms. Arkin took a leave of 


absence from her job as a, 


nurse at North York Branson 
Hospital to volunteer in Israel 
for an indefinite period. Her 
term ended after three weeks, 
however, due to the end of the 
war. But her short stay gave 
her vivid knowledge of daily 
life during conflict and the 
sense of community that 
results. 

Shortly after her plane 
touched down, Scud missiles 
hit Tel Aviv. Gas masks were 
distributed in the airport for 

rotection against possible 

arm from chemical weapons. 

“IT looked around and saw 


“parents putting masks on little 


children, and the children were 
crying and so impatient,” Ms. 
Arkin says. “It broke your 
heart. They put all the infants 
in little plastic beds and zipped 
them up.” 

Originally, Ms. Arkin and 

the volunteers in her group, 
including another Toronto 
nurse, Laya Segalowitz, 
thought they would be 
stationed in an Israeli hospital. 
However, they were assigned 
to an army base in the Golan 
Heights, one of the several 
bases where tanks and other 
weapons were housed. Conse- 
quently, much of the volun- 
‘teer’s time was spent cleaning 
the tanks and keeping the base 
in a state of readiness. 
.“An army base is not like 
you see on MASH, Ms. Arkin 
says, MASH was like a palace 
compared to this.’’ But, she 
adds: “You got used to living 
on a basé after a while. It was 
just like camp.”’ 

The men and women in the 
Israeli army were friendly and 
easy going, she re “The 
Israeli officers called each

other by their first names. It 
was just like brothers together. 
Nobody pulled rank.”’ 


Ms. Arkin was moved by the 
kindness of the Israeli eo 
to the volunteers. ‘‘People 
were very appreciative. We 
had uniforms, and on the 
uniforms it said in Hebrew that 
we were volunteers. People 
would come up to us and kiss 
us on the street.” 

“When there was a missile 


attack and we were in town,. | 


they told us to just knock on 

any door and they would let us 

in. And they did. Everyone 
welcomed us.”’ 

Ms. Arkin’s stay in Israel 
contained a strange mix of 
tension and relaxation. On the 
one hand, the volunteers had 
free time to visit the Wailing 
Wall, enjoy the waters of- the 
Mediterranean Sea, and take 
part in Sabbath activities. 

“On the other hand, five Scud 
attacks took place near the 
base, including two in one 
night. ‘“‘We would hear the 
sirén and get up,”’ Ms.. Arkin 
says, “and we'd have 15 
minutes to get to a sealed 
room.’’ When in Tel Aviv, the 
volunteers witnessed the 
ors that the missiles 
caused.

‘Outdoor education centre boasts 400 acres
